I can report to you that the cost of this trip to me personally was 
$1700.00 over and above the $1000.00 that I was allowed for expenses. I am 
sura that the expenditures that I incurred from July 20, 1938, when I left 
Los Angelas, California, to and Including August 4, 1938 when | returned 
to Los Angelas far exceeded the $1000.00 allowance. The $1000.00 was used 
for the necessary travel expenses such as food, hotels, cab fare, tips, 
entertainment of 1. T. F. Delegates and additional purchased transportation 
from London to Los Angeles on a different class flight which | paid for. 

I find It vary difficult to get an actual breakdown because the $1000.00 
was Intermingled with my own funds, if this report Is not sufficient, 
please advise and I will try to work soemthing out based on the reports that 
I kept during the trip.

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In other fields had al^'^ays looked with admiration and even a little 
T-nvv on the IIP which, unlike other international trade union 
organizational e tcrted a real influence on the conditiona of em¬ 
ployment of its memuern and nenetrated into parts of the v/orld 
where the :eneral trade union movement v/as not represented. At that 
time Hollcnd was proud to extend hospitality to the ITP and for 
man./ Iiutcn xraae unioniote it v^a** a are't disappointment that 
circumstances forced the Federation to move its headquarters. For 
th'it reason they were all the raore delir.hted to welcome the ITF 
Congresa now. 

Ther" were, however, other reasons. Tne Netherlands had always 
been a seafaring nation, owing her position in the world to trade, 
shirpina and transport, whilst Dutch seafarers had been among the 
first to open up parts of the world previously unknown. 

Today the Netherlands still owed a considerable part of its 
proaperity to international transport and for that reason delegates 
could r^st assured that they would find ready understanding of the 
problems with which their v/orld organization was dealing. 

Mr. Suur.aoff ei.id that there was a remarkable similarity 
between the strurgle of the trade unions and the experiences of the 
Dutc i pnoiIc in thei” struggle for existence. Doth had learned that 
notninn could be achieved without sacrifice and solidarity and that 
a hard struggle was semetines unavoidable when essential rights like 
freedom and iniependence were at stake. The same o:irit v/hich had 
inspired trade union pion“ers when they started the seemingly 
hopeless struggle for the liberation o.r the working class had 
inspired the i/utch in their fight against both foreign oppression 
and the ever-encroaching sea. It was that same spirit which should 
Lncpire all of us in the present day struggle for democracy, for 
socifU. .justice and humanity. 

The Preaident thanked Mr. Suurhoff and then called upon Mr. 
van Hall, the Lord Mr.yor of Amsterdam. 

yaj-_ .tail said that he considered the choice of Amsterdam 
as the ver.uie' oY the preser* ITP Con_re38 as especially a.propriate 
because Amsterdam was an important centre of transnort by sea, 
river, road, rail and air, which owed its position internationally 
to the development of goods traffic. Over the years the Amsterdam 
ad invested millions of .':uillers to ensure that its 
continually-d*-veloping tranajort system operated smoothly. That 
money h . been well spent, for any city which did not take account 
of the -lignificance of transnort in present-day society would be 
doomed. In fact the Amsterdam City Council had shown this foresight 
three-and-a-half centuries ago, as could be seen by the maixy water¬ 
ways in the city, which were formerly flanked by warehouses. It was 
therefore natural that Amsterdam should have a full appreciation of 
the organization which unites those employed in the industry. In 
welcomir..' all the ITP deleaates of the ITP he expressed the belief 
that there was much to be seen here which could deepen their 
knowledge of the various aspects of road traffic and he hoped that 
many of them ”'ould take advantage of the opportunity.

Mr- y_ar._’■iripert.en aald that it was a great hono.r for the 
Dutch* tVwelcome' tho IIP Congreae. He did not need to remind 
delegated of tl, -- cloce line b’tv eer. Ainsterdan and the ITP, for this 
Congraea ahowad that the ITF had not forgotten Hollanl. It was 
because of their m .tual interoot in iitern itional problems that the 
Dutch TUC had such u j^reat admiration for the work of the ITF. 

Thero :.ad al 'aye been cloi^e tieL' between the activities of the 
IT'5*a ani those of the n itir.nal centres, but since the war these 
tlea had teceme even more intimate because there v'ere so 
problena which could only be solved on an international and not a 
nation .1 basis, nc said that, in addition, the effects of the 
atru.^Kle between the big powers were now being felt throughout the 
world. He ft.It in this cornectior. that the trade union movement was 
the only nope of the little mar. striving for the right to live in 
freeao-i an', peice. The ITF, for exam.le, had .lot only always fully 
protect -d the interests of it., own members but had al^o defended 
those of millions of people in the underdeveloped countries. 

Throurh its activities, and here he would like to make special 
mention o.' i"* '.“ irk in t'lc ILO, the ITF was a mainstay of the whole 
Internatior.!:'-! trade union movement. ..o \.'as convinced that this 
Con.4'rea8 would provide a further examnie of international solidarity 
and of t. e strength of the ITP.

Previous speakers had already 
referr.d to the fact that the ITP Secretariat had been established 
in Amsterdam and that Dutch trade unionists like Edo Pimmen and 
J.H. Older.broek h-.d played an Important part in the conduct and 
develoiment of ITF activities. In view of these ties he said that 
it was remark .ble that this was only the second Congreco of the 
ITP to be held in Holland x'or 54 years. However, v;hat was even more 
remarkable was the difference betv^een the 1904 Amsterdam Congress

pioneers : rom a few er.t Zuiopean countries discussin^ the possibi¬ 
lity of mutual help and assistance, although they had hardly any 
real international significance at that time. Nevertheless, they 
had laid the basis for the nrelent international transaort workers' 
move'''ent with its millions of members in a 1 continents, who, 
without discrimination of race, position, colour or religion, were 
united in the desire to m .kc the whole worl ' a better place to live 
in Prom its humble beginnings the ITP had grovm into an or'ani-^a- 
tlon whose activities - especially its ..e^ional Activities - had 
keot pace with the grev/th and extension of its nembprship, an 
or,i 4 ei"lzation which nlavs an mcortmT r: ]e within the specialized 
worl * a> cncle.s cr-ated since the war. The ITP made its presence felt

It ie a great plea-ure for nic to welcome you all, in the 
name of the Executive oOEsnittee and Central Council of the 
International Transport Workers' Federation, to this ancient 
and beautiful city of A..8terdajn, capital of the ITctherlands 
yet with 80 many international aasociatlons. 

The name of this towm strikeL a special chord in the 
memory of all of us in the ranks of the ITF, for Aneterdam has 
been closely associated with the hietory and fortunes of the 
International Trans,ort Workers' Federation. 

Only once befor-s has the ITF held a Congress within the 
walls of this city. That was in 1304, fifty-four years ago. 

Of those who took part in that Congress, fev;, if any, 
are still among the living. 

Some of this audience mi 'ht well be v/ondering why this 
beautiful town on the s iores of the IJssel Lake had not in the 
meantime again been chosen as the venue of an ITF Congress. 

There is an easy ansser to that question. 

For the ITF, Amsterdam is something much more than a 
place in which to hold its Congress. 

K .nterdam marka the place of rebirth of our :reat inter¬ 
national organization aftar it had been obliged to discontinue 
ita actlvitiea as a result of the First World War. n the 
outbrea. of hostLlitie', the headquarters of the ITF had been 
in the capital u/ ' ne of the nations at war, viz. Berlin. 

During the • ar, a temporary office was set up in neutral 
Holland, and, followin »5 the cessation of hostilities in 1919. 
the Ditch Transport Workers' Union took action in close colla¬ 
boration with the awedi.8h Tran, port Workers' Union to reconsti 
tute the ITF. 

A conference was hell here in Ameterdan in April 1919 at 
which the ITF was reborn. 

A secretariat was established in this town and Ldo Fimmen 
our friend and colleague ho so well merited the affection and 
esteem with which we regarded him and whose all too early 
daath was a grievous blow to us all, elected General Secretary

Today, after a 
lit le .aurt* tfi m f ifty years, ITP membership numbers nearly six 
ail ion froB 2 ‘'C uniona in 62 countries tlirou(jh:)ut the free world. 

Considerinc that quite a .jumber of unions are affiliated in 
respect of inly a portion of thtir full membership, this figure 
can b< incri .sed by further one million, ’ ringing the total 
number in th< world't? transport industrira embraced by the ITF up 
sever; million. 

The 'rowth f the ITP in the tv/o years which have elapsed 
since our Vienna Congress is characterised more by the particular¬ 
ly lar.te numbir f new affiliations than by tht size of their 
aer.bcrship. ir. that ptri'd, the IT? has welcomed to its ranks 
some affiliatee from some different countries. 

Noteworthy in tniB connection is the fact that the majority 
of the newcomers to our ranks arc from Afr ca, Latin America and 

Asia. 

This LB a we-lcomo sign of the extent to which the Federation's 
efforts in counti lts who'C cconooiica ire in process of develop¬ 
ment ap.reciated. 

It IB also a tribute to the success of the Federation's 
ret^.'^nal organization in regions whi re trade unionism is still in 
its infancy and consequently meeting particular difficulties. 

he importance attaching to regional activities found ox- 
Dr*s.:ion in the creation in Juni 1957 of an office of ITP Director 
of R.Jt^ional Affa.rj. 

This officer is reeponsible, under the authority of the 
Generii Seen tary, for cj-ordi-.ating and planning the rapidly 
expanding regional activities '■'f th.. Hi. 

In addition, a standing sub-committee for regional affairs 
has been set up, whilst the Executive Coimiittee has been enlarged 
by regional members from Afr'ca, Asia and Latin America. 

Plane are also well advanced for establishing a Regional 
Office ’n Africa. 

Tl.e Federation's drive in this field of its activities has 
btcn highlighted by numerous visits, missions and delegations to 
Africa, Aeia and Latin Aiiiorica. 
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Of particul ir significance nay be mentioned; a dele^tion 
tour of Latin A-cnoa in Apri:L-iIay 1956, the General Secretary's 
extensive tour of African countries in the early part of 1957, 
the Aeian Regional Representative's advisory missions to Singa- 
iiore during 1957, and the Director of Regional Affairs' visits 
to India and Japan on ITP or Joint ITP/ICPTU missions to those 
countries in 1957. 

As we all know, the -’crk of assisting the trade union move¬ 
ments in less favoured countries represents a heavy financial 
burden. 

I therefore feel called upor. to express appreciation and 
thanks ’o thoeo unions in more favoured countries whose contri¬ 
butions to this work make it possible. 

Important as financial e.ssistance of this kind is in the 
discharge of these tpsks, it is the trade union official who has 
to carry then out. 

That is ■ hy it wa' I'ounrl necessary to enlarge the Executive 
Comiiittee and to create the office of Director of Regional Affairs. 

For this reason too, our friend and colleague. General Secre¬ 
tary Oaer Becu, felt impelled to relinquish his ofHce of Presi¬ 
dent of the International Confederation of Free Trade Unions as a 
result of the increasing preB.i,ure of work due to the expansion of 
ITP activities. 

I b-lieve I am expressing the feeling of this Congress when, 
on behalf of us all here, I thank him for the decision wh ch he 
has taken. I" means, of course, that he is now able to devote his 
unilvid'd eni rgica an 1 powers fully to our international federation. 

Turning to the •. ider world scene, we note one event which to 
us as trade unionists overshadows all others in the period since 
we last met in Congress; th-: v il ant bid of the Hungarian workers 
for freedom from communist ‘yranny and repression. 

Ju t as victory seemed near, it v/as snatched from them when 
the Russian Rf 1 Amy matched in. 

They w^rc defeated, c*.nd only a few weeks ago two of their 
leaders, Imre wagy and Pal ”aleter, were executed. These men were 
Comnunists who value 1 their mother country, their fellow country- 
B..n and freedom more hlrhly than their comioltments to a regime 
which had shown its If Incapable of keeping its word and contemp¬ 
tuous of human rl ?:hts and values. 

These men fell into thi. hands of their executioners only as 
a rtsult of a gross betrayal of the given word, an act which tore 
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the ▼■lil of illusion which for many had conjured up fine hopes 
during the first months following the bloodshed which had accom¬ 
panied this revolt. 

of the ITF were not taken in by these false hopes. ¥/hat 
aid and comfort we could we gave. 

We are familiar with the forces of repressive tyranny which 
crushed the revolt of the afflicted Hungarian workers. 

As cvur, we shall go on fightin. in the cause of freedom, 
inspired by the memory of th® gallant stand of the workers of 
Hungary. 

Meanwhile, the fight against totalitarian dictatorships goes 
on in other parts of the world, in Soain, for example, where the 
struggle ag.inst the suppression of political and trade union free¬ 
dom is continued both inside and outside the country. 

During the two years which have elapsed since the last Con¬ 
gress, there have been a number of developments in the social- 
economio field which are of significance to transport workers. 

In Europe, nine countries adopted a Convention assuring 
au'utal aoc.al security protection to transport workers in inter¬ 
national traf ic. 

Ei"ht countries dr<w up an agreement entitling refugee seamen 
to be regarded as lawfully staying in their countries. 

At the beginning of the present year, a significant step was 
taken by six European nations when they created the European 
Economic Com .unity providing for the progressive harmonization of 
econor.:c, social and finani'ial policies, thus within a limited 
sphere setting the stage for the integration and co-ordination of 
transport on an international basis such as has long been advo¬ 
cated by the IIP. 

In the field of shipping, we are able to wtlcomc the setting 
up of the Inier-5overni..ental Consultative Organization, the United 
Rations' special agency dealing with shipping. This is the first 
intt.r-governmental body for the maritime industry and an institution 
for which our Federation has been pressing for years. 

The United Nations Confer nee on the Lav of the Sea produced 
some satisfactory results but was unsuccessful in reaching agree¬ 
ment on other important Issues. 

At this Conference and at the Maritime Session of the Inter¬ 
national Labour Conference wh ch immediately followed it, our 
Federation was able to focus attention on the problem of the 



real tration of shlpa under flags of convenience — the 
pan;, 3H(rC0 registrations. 

The Convention adopted at the Law of the Sea Conference 
and th« n conn nd.''.tion cn special provisionc for aeaaen serving 
on ships of c''untries which are not traditionally maritime, 
adopt, d at the llaritimc Session of the International Labour 
Conference, represent a gratifying advance in the struggle 
carried m by our Pederiition against spurious registrations. 

rh.:rc ir: hardly ncad for me to give the assurance that the 
Federation will continue this campaign with unabated vigour. 

ih.. IIP hbe* n active v/ith some success in the councils 
of international bodies endowed with powers to dra,v up inter¬ 
national instruni nts capable of benefiting transport workers 
throughout the vorld. 

Intervention by the ITF and its affiliited bodies have fre¬ 
quently contributed to the settlement of disputes affecting our 
members in a number of countries. 

The success of our ciforts in this field bears witness to 
the pri stige of the ITf and the authority which attaches to its 
voice. 

Preoccupation with theseoveryday concerns, however, has not 
n .ant losing si.'tht of the problems which the Federation will have 
to face In the future and 'or which we must prepare ourselves. 

Durini^ the Congress to which we are all hero assenbled, these 
will be rtviewod, exasilned and assessed in terms of their signi- 
ficsnoc. 

W# shall also oaiis in review our activ ties during the last 
two years, subject our methods to critical examination and dis¬ 
cuss and decide on any changes v;hich m.Lght be felt necessary in 
the 1'.ght of this evaluation. 

On thij occasion of the Vienna Congress, i mentioned that I 
should be accepting an invitation from Ilinister Seebohm, then 
acting President of the Conference of luropean Transport Ministers, 
to atten I the Transport Ministers’ Conference in order to acquaint 
those attundin c thv; Conference v/ith the views of the ITP on the 
subject of transport policies. 

u .y say here that the decision to follow up this invita¬ 
tion was a happy one„ the prestige of the ITP was enhanced, and 
the representati es of the Pe-dcration at the meeting of European 
Transport Ministers made a signficant contribution to the deli¬ 
berations v/hich can ot fail to have good results as regards the 
European railways and those who serve on them. 



It 18 not my intention, however, to anticipate in any way 
the work of the Congress and its varlouj industrial sections or 
the remarks of your General Secretary, my "ood friend Omer Becu. 

I will merely content cys If by saying that the FTP has achieved 
■uch in the last two years under review. 

Steadfast pursuit of its considered policies has brought the 
IIP further along that stcc-p and rugred path we chose to follow 
when wf cstablisod our International. 

Succaaaes have been achieve i in certain fields of our acti¬ 
vities which wc had not dared to hope would b' realized in so 
short a time. 

In this connection ... im in particular reminded of the red-ct- 
lon In working hours achieved in various branches of the trans¬ 
port industry :n a number of countricc. 

Thus the overall picture threurhout this period has been 
one of etoady progress. 

A detailed exposition and asaeasmont of our Federation's 
activities over thi two years since our last Congress is to be 
found in tho Report on.Activities of which a copy has been sent 
to i- 1* gat-.s ind which is shortly to be introduced by the General 
Sccr» tary. 

I will mi raly ar.tlcipati. his ooanc-nts to the extent of say¬ 
ing that the Report ri^veals a stcry of successful activities. 
Naturally development in certain fields has not always been as 
fast or exactly in the direction we should have wished. 

<re must not, howiv^r, overlook the strength of the opposition 
jf those broad interests from a pursuit of whose selfish ends our 
victories have to be won. 

All In all, however, bellevi? we can say that there are 
al.i^ns ch?it w*. have entered a period in the field of international 
labour marked by a climatL more favourable to proi^ress than has 
hl'-hcrto been the case. 

In this connection I would express the hope that the trade 
ri cceeion which has recenily made itself felt docs not continue 
to deepen. Such a development could not fail to exercise an unfa¬ 
vour .bl«; in.luenci.. on ti t work of our International. 

ucn a setback would be regrettable. It would not, however, 
succf.' d in discouraging ui. 

In the more than sixty years of ts existence, the ITP has 
gonv through periods of rapid development attended by outstanding 
eucceBBee. It has ilso suffered 8« tbacks and has had to face severe 
crises. 
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Two world wars interrupted but could not put an end to its 
fight to secure social juitice for the world's transport workers, 

.he story of the ITP is a stirring proof of the persistence 
of tho strength of intornitionai solidarity. 

The consciousniss that many mlll'ons of transport workers 
throughout the free world are with us in this battle, inspires 
our labours and enables u« to look to the future with confidence. 

It ie with this knowledge in mind that I wish our 25th Con¬ 
gress success in its presEnt labours.

Acoordingly "llercuriua” will not iaaue any list of ad- 
dreaaca at which legal aaaiatanoc can be applied for. 

In all caa^a the directory of the NBV ahould be uaed. 

(b) Under Article 3(B): 

Suomen AutoalantyontekiJain Liitto (SAL) RY, 
Paaaivuorenketu 5, 

Helainki. 

Thia Union haa therefore only accepted obligationa 
in reapect of drivera viaitlng Finland. It explaina 
that it ia unable to aooept the reciprocity clauaea of 
the Agreement aa it doea not provide legal aaaiatanoe 
faoilltlea for ita own membera. 

Aa atated in the Agreement, the deteila concerning the aaaia¬ 
tanoe to be given, whether reciprocal or not, are a matter for 
direct arrangement between the uniona concerned. We underatand 
that the Swediah Tranaport Workera' Union haa aubmitted a draft 
text on the aubject to the other uniona who are party to the 
Agrteeiont, but to what extent thia haa been accepted we do not know. 

A reciprocity agreement haa alao been worked out between the 
German Tranaport Workera' Union (OTV) and the Auatrian Union, but 
we do not knew whether it haa entered into force. We ahould be 
glad if furti.er proarreaa could be made in reapect of the Agree¬ 
ment on the cccaalon of the forthcoming conference of the Section, 
and are open to any auggeatione on the aubject.

An interval of only two years between Congresses 
does not allow sufficient time for the effective 
implementation of the decisions of one Congress before 
another ia under prep*«ration and the limited staff of 
the Secretariat Is undor a heavy strain coping with these 
and the conatantly grwing sectional activities. 

Furthermore, the fact that the I.T.F, has become 
a World-Wide organization means that the amount of time 
spent on travellini' by representatives of the I.T.F. and 
it affiliated unions leaves in a two-year period only 
a ninimum of time for other equally necessary and 
useful work. 

Lastly, the holding of biennial Congresses imposes 
a heavy financial burden on the I.T-F. and Its affiliated 
unions, many of whom are small unions with strictly 
limited reaources who are having difficulty in taking as 
much part as they would like in the Hie arid activiHes 
of the I.T.F.

the last Ccnirctp (Vienna, July 1156) the General Council 
of the ITP war enlarged from 33 to 40 noDbers. This permitted of 
a grouping of countries on r. more repr .sontative basis than pre¬ 
viously. Sine*, the Vienna Con rcsn there has been a further increase 
in the numbt.r of affiliated countries, namely from 45 to 54. It 
would therefore seem dealr’ble to tnl-rge the General Council 
again by a few seats in order to permit of as oatisfactory a cover¬ 
age as possibl*. . The natter was considered at the pre-Congress 
masting of the Executive Conunittuj, v/hich decided to recommend 
th .t ^or the coning po/iod the G :n :r"l Council should consist of 
4T o -ntries grouped as s*t out in the table. 

Tht Con*resH timetable proviios for mootings of the "Electoral 
Groups" at 9.a.s:. on 'ednesday, 30 July. At these meetings the 
repreoentatives from the countries bracketed together in the 
different groups should _gree on the nominations to be made for 
th« number of se its on the Genurr.l Council indicated in the table, 
after which Cong,re88 will vote on the nominations. The Constitu¬ 
tion of the ITP provides also that deputies t^hould be elected to 
serve in the absence of titular menbors of the General Council. 

The Electorial Groups should therefore at the sane time nominate 
the number of deputies indicatud in the table. 

The Constitution lays down in Rule VII the basis of repre¬ 
sentation for the General Council and refers to cases in which 
adv'itional ropr:?ser.tation may be provided by special decision. 
Several cat.gorics have to bo distinguished in this connection. 
Countries like France, Grc ce and Italy have in the past enjoyed 
separate representation on th: General Council, and it v/ould seem 
desirable to continue the praotlce for the sake of tradition, 
evm thjugh the paid-up neabershlp in these cases falls below 
50,0<X'. In the case of regions where trade unionism is still in 

th^ process of dv,Vuloping the reasons for providing appropriate 
representation will :l8o be appreciated. Australasia is a case 
where the ITP has a comparatively slight footing at present, but 
ther*-' are good prosojcts of extending it in the near future, so 
that here too reprosuntation is fully justified. There is also 
the special case of Gerr-any, for which r. special decision is 
required to permit of more than one seat per orTanization. Finally 
there is the case of trade uslonists in exile.

It .cusc be lO’^ thei:. to agree on the postponement from 
Saturday to Monday. 

/cxnojr t” 'loraj , Tranecort V/orkers' Union of America, said 
that yr> .jEr”conc f’V' the civi' aviation section meeting only. He 
had received r. cable concemi7.g difficulties with American Air¬ 
lines and \.ould hi-vc to return on Sunday. 

It •..’a'- • 1 ^’' «r. tviw the Civil Aviation Section meeting should 
be heli i: a r .ng'd. 

Broth«r_ J,., Jnore, Swedish seamen, said that his union 
enti.'e'ly lorgaVV ..n"’ General Secretery for the omission concernin. 
Brother Svenen'"’, these slips could always happen in any 
organization. 

He Siic *’nat the Scand .navian unions formed a large group and 
were greatly interested in International trade union co-operation 
and advance-j 'ni, ri..- ii. supporting the important life work of the 
ITP. SpeahlniE- o\ saafa.-ers’ conaitions of employment, he said that 
it was necessar ' to work not only for one country but for all 
nations. 2£acn r,ad been achieve! for Swedish seafarers, but there 
were still many problems to be solved. Conditions in the Swedish 
merchan'. /larine were not good. The standt-rd of living of Scandi¬ 
navian seafarers and seafarers in general was threatened by ships 
unler flams of convenience. So long as they were unable to conduct 
an energetic campaign against these flags, they would be unable 
to gain a proper standard of living. The Panlibhonco fleet now 
stood at 12,000,000 tons. Liberia hal 650 and Panama 565 ships. 

It was clear that greater ITF efforts were necessary for the 
solut.on of tnis problem. The Joint Conf'^rence of the Seafarers' 
and Dockers' Sectiona would propose future action, but it was 



neceaaary for all tr.naport workers to know the facts; and for 
concentration on actual concrete suggestions to enable real action 
to be taken for the solution of the problem. 

Brother Peres, Cuban civil aviation workers, greeted the 
Congreso* in TKe namr of the Cuban workers. He regretted the fail¬ 
ure of the ILO Bipartite Civil Aviation Conference. 

It viaa ur^t nt for all Cuban civil aviation workers to strive 
for improved wages for both pilots anu other crew categories. The 
introdud Lon of Jet planes would cause an hour's v/ork to be done 
in practically spea-ting half the time. Mention had only been made 
of Increaced salaries for pilot i, but it was necessary to strive 
for increased wage.i for all crew members and al .0 for reduced 
flyin? 1 o\ re for all. Greater technical capacity in the jet age 
was demanded from pilots, and from crew members serving passengers, 
a greater physical effort. 

He h< Ied that a new and strengthened regional organization 
for Latin America would arise as the result of the Amsterdam 
Coneross. Compared with the magnificent conditions of service 
ex.B'iny: in, for exa. pic , the United States, Great Britain and the 
Netherlands, Central and South American civil aviation workers 
suffered from bad conditions and unlimited hours of duty. The 
majority of civil aviation workers were either not organized at 
all or ii. "yellc./" partially employer-controlled unions. He urged 
I.’P action to oov'-r all Latin American civil aviation organiza¬ 
tions not yet under its protection. 

.._C. Hejria^i, Ghana transport workers, gieeted the 

Con,:rV n b’liaTf *o’f the Cliana Trauea Union Congress and Ghana 
Iran'port worker 3 ' organizations. He referred to his maiden speech 
at the Viem.a Con :resn when he had spoken of the economic and 
social d-velorment and the rcle of transport in the potential 
dsvelopnejit, of his country, then the Gold Coast. It was now an 
independent country showing remarkable industrial development. 
Brother H^ymani; referred particularly to road construction 
aev-.lop*.ent. "’hire was now a ?8,000-mile road system. To complete 
tran.ii crtatlon development, it was necessary to review the road 
transport legislation introduced under colonial rule. Steps had 
been taken to repeal this legislation by means of the revised road 
transport !• .jislatlo-i of 1957. Measures introduced included a 
highway code, vehicle consuioiction limitations, the registration 
of motor vehicles, road safety measure 3, third party insurance and 
the implementation of interruitional road transport agreements. 

The government's conciliatory attitude had enabled the successful 
passage of this legislation. Brother Heymann then spoke of the 
tralc union rnorganization taking place in Ghana. The present 
Trade Union Congress was an advisory body and hardly capable of 
promoting economic ano social development for the worker 3 . There 
nad also previously existed a multiplicity of unions. This was 
weakening and tne first need for the transport v/orkers was to 
reconstruct their organization into a larger and stronger union. 

A wrong impression had been given of the existence of anti-British 
feelln... '"his was not bo. They were working for the evolution of 





a democratic aril truly African ptiraonality. Consultations were now 
going on between the Ghana TUC, employers' organizations and the 
ovemment for the repeal of trade union legislation; the govern¬ 
ment had (uarant-el Ita support for help in the development of a 
atrono trade union movement. 

Brother Msymann went on to say that a free Ghana was nothing 
without freedom In the rest of Africa. Tome colonial powers hoped 
for the failure of G-.ana. Some Curopean brothers condemned the 
aufferlnira of Hungary and Poland, but remained complacent about 
thoae of Africa and Asia; for example, Kenya, the Apartheid policy 
In South Africa and the maas,^cre of villagers in North Africa. 

Theae were facta; an. a mockery of democracy, freedom and social 
ustlce. He apixe with appreciation of the ITF regional activities 
n Africa and the opening', of the Lagos office, ana oi the 
sacrifices made by or;7anlzatlons In the United States and Great 
Britain In aaclatlng the development of regional activity programm¬ 
es in Africa. Ghana transport workers would assist the ITF African 
regional office wherever It was situated. Thair wish was to reach 
equality with their American and Luropean colleagues and to bring 
to an end their own need for financial assistance. He paid tribute 
to the help given them by the ITF General Secretary Omer Decu, and 
emphasized the readiness of his organization to give to the ITF 
all possible help. 

Brjoth.’r P. ce Vries, Netherl jnds seaiarera, spoke with 
appreclVt’ion'oT the work over flie past two years of the ITF 
Executive Commltt'e ano more particularly of the part played by 
Its General Secr'-tary Omer Becu. He emphasized that he was thinking 
not cnlv of concrete results achieved, but aiso of activiti- s which 
were only stares on the road to the achievfi.ient of the ITF's aims. 

E..ro„^-si!... unity v/su one of the problems oa which the IT? would 
have to adopt a long-term policy. It mi{'ht be consid* red a purely 
regional probl-jr , but it v/as escentially international and its 
solution dhoul'i be of interest to Europeans and non-Europeans 
alike. *. e future of the wnole woili was closely boum'. up with the 
future of Western Europe. The problem of the underdeveloped areas 
must also be the subject of long-term planning. This did not mean 
hat we .ihoulil act slowly. Lor.x- term planning, however, was 
e8.j> i.tlal to achieve our - ic.o as soon as possible in regard to 
both these orcblems. 

Brother de Vries then i poke on the problem of flags of 
convenience for v/hich a new name "flags of necessity" had been 
coined by certain Ui shipowners. The acceptance by maritime unions 
of this phrase depended entirely or. the attitude of governments and 
shipowners towards the dan;er of "flags of convenience" to the 
economies of trailtlonal maritime countries and on their willing¬ 
ness to collaborate with seafarers in the fight against this modem 
form of piracy. Article 29 of the Regime of the Hi^'h beas (United 
nations La.» of the Sea Conference) sticulated a "genuine link" 
between tne ship and the country who.e flac it was flying. This 
Btloulatlon could be dev(loped into an important instrument in the 
ctruggle againot "cheap flags". Brother de Vries referred in this 
CO- nectlon to a maiden sp^'orr. by a prominent "etherlanas shipowner 
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recently elected to the Netherlants Upper Houte, in which he 
concluded that H ’-if thine? iiubatantlal had been iichicved at the Law 
of the Sea Conference in Geneva, but that the Conference still had 
a lor way to go. In its original text Article 29 had provided for 
the genuine 11 n* principle to b-; so applied that other states could 
also decide waethcr a shi’ had a right to the flag under wKich it 
was sailinr. D-^e primarily to Amer-car. opposition this rrovision v/as 
dropped. He said that he coul I to a c-. rtain extent understand the 
America]', position an*; might perh i] s have sympatl ized If they had 
sho-n understanding of the problems which "cheap flags" involved 
Tur other countries. Nut so, however; on the contrary it was quite 
plain that the Americano r-ere very keen on making use of the 
advantages j^rovided by this kind of flag in the field of taxition 
and that they profited froi. the fact that other countries were 
without, such facilities. It wa.- necessary to muke a real attempt 
to apply in practice *he stipulations of Article 29 on an internn- 
1 1 -nal b isis. (ite had rreat adraira^’io; for the efforts of the ITP 
in this respect, mentioning for ins’ante the ruimphlet on the subject 
iasutd by the International in the previous year.) He himself would 
like to ask the I.ethorlands Government to continue to deal with the 
problem at international level and to work for further implementa¬ 
tion of the 8tipula'’ione of Article 29 at that level. Alone, he 
believed they could achieve little or nothing, but in company with 
other inttrested countries they night perhaps finally succeed in 
8 af> .U'.rdir.B 'heir country's maritime industry. Brother de Vries 
said that the ministerial reply to the Netherlands shipowner's 
sp'ieon had teen encouraging, in that he bt lieved that the results of 
the Conference on the Law of the Sea had been more than a mere 
laying down of principles. The stipula ions of the Regime of the 
High Seas repre.- onted a number of rules of international law which 
would be bindinr., as soon as the treaty came into force on the 
staler accenting: th«m. The atmos phere prevailing when the Conference 
adopted these views ha. implied tha', a large number of states would 
consider them .'’.a binding. He bcli.v d, too, that not inconsiderable 
Influence would also be exerted on those states v/hlch did not give 
their lormil aonroval. '"he oueotion of sanctions whether or not 
re ulated by international law was a difficult one if the principles 
of free -.tiraa.~.e and non-d. scrimina Mon in the maritime Industry were 
to be maintained. An attempt to consider this problem had been made 
in the report of the Maritime Committee of the 0"EC; it had not, 
hcr^ever, b^en cu'^ficiently t.,ought out in international discussions 
on flags of convenience. 

Brother do Vrie:? anid t .at he agreed vith Brother Hildebrand 
that future ITF activity against flags of convenience should be 
directed top.ardei the callin*? of a conference of representatives of 
govornraenta, .ol loowners and seafarers of real^ maritime countries 
to try to further implement the principle of*"the genuine link. He 
hoped that common sense would prevail amor.' governments and ship¬ 
owners, but recallcl the v/ords of the late In^rvali Haugen (spoken 
at a rece t meeting of tnu spafar-ra' section; suggesting that if 
governments ard :;hi»iowners were unv/i.ling to co-operate in the 
struggle, maritime unions would have to start advocating employment, 
organization and the obtaining of the beat possible wages and 
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condltionn In “flbas of conv jnience” ahipe, which "/ould then become 

for eeefarerfl "fl iflio of .leceBBlty**. 

Turnlnc to flahernen'e problems, Brother de Vriea paid a 
special tribute to t e pr«parator ' work by the ILO Committee of 
£xperte set up ir 1954, expressing particular ai}preciation of the 
rflle played by Mr. Thurnrr, the Motherlands Government representa¬ 
tive, chairaan of that Coaaittee and also rapporteur of the committer? 
In tne ilenary and Coaaittee Proceedings of the 42rid International 
Labour Conference, 1j58, which adopted three conventions on 
fleheraen'e condlticno, end a resolution requesting the ILO 
Governing 1 ody to set up a special conmittee to enoure continuity 
in the treatnent of tJie fishin.; industry in the ILO. The time would 
BOOT, coae when they would no longer neoc' to speak of the fisherman 
the "forgotten worker**. 

Flr.elly, ■ rother ae Vries supported the proposal for the 
payaent of the* Increaeed affiliation fees by organizations with 
larger ac>mb«'rahlpo, concluding with the ''hrase "Give the ITP the 
toole, and it will finish the Job**. 


B^rothjpr Becu th-n announced, in connection with the oroblems 
of thV’fl'jJ-B oiT'convenience, that on the previous day in both the 
dockers' and seafarers' sections, it had been poosible to communi¬ 
cate the news of the otorpage by our Finnish friends of one of 
those ships, the "Dlmitracis**. The owner of the ship had not been 
willing to entin* into an agreement with the ITP, and Finnish dockers 
hed refused to load the ship. The shipowner, ho*.7ever, had decided 
to try to sail the ship without taking any cargo. The Finnish 
Pilote* Union refused t« take the ship out of harbour. The ship 
left port without a pilot but rar. ctround, Brotner uecu had 
uet received a cable confirming that it was still solidly aground, 
t wan too bad for the shipown*.r that he had not wished to conclude 
en arreeoent. Broth»>r Becu announced a further communication from 
the Flnr.isr. Pilots' Union of its executive's decision to affiliate 
with the ITF. (Applause . 

Brother Becu then read a cable from Brother Joustra, a very 
gooi friend of the ITF, a member of the ITF Management Committee 
between the two world wars and for many ypars Iso a member of the 
Lxecutive Committee. Ke had unfortunately met '-ith a motor accident, 
hla bicycle havlrie collided v/ith an automobile and was now in 
hoepltal. Brothi - I^andskroor had visited him in hospital in Utrecht 
on Beh'lf of the IT''. Brother Becu expressed the \/i3h that Brother 
Jou. tra wnuloi le able to leave the hoaoital before the end of the 
Congress. 

Brother Pecu then read "elegrams of greeting from the Grenada 
Beamen and Watei’front Workers' Union, the Philippine Transport 
loricir. ' Or“nnlzation, from i^rother Johineen in New York, the Cuban 
national Civil Aviation Federation, the Cuban Maritime V/orkers' 
Federation, the Tunisian Rallwaymen's Federation and letters from 
Brother Coutts a-'.d the Ttc.inlcal and Harbour v/orxero' Union of 
Indoneeia regretting that they v/ere unable to be present.

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_ International Labour Office, expressed his great 

perconal aaticr’action at being rresent at the ITP Congress. 

lie saic! that for nearly forty years the ILO had worked 
conaietently againat poverty, injustice and intolerance and he would 
lika to pay tribute to the support accorded to the ILO throughout 
its existence by the ITP and its affiliated organizations. The 
Director-General of tnp ILO had designated him as his representative 
and he was happy to convey his gr“Ctin«:3 and good wiches to the 
Congress. He could not of course cover ail the achievements of the 
no durinr its 39 y^aro of existence, which included international 
standards relating t"' social oolicy, freedom of association, social 
sscurity, labour inspection, forced labour and employment discrimi¬ 
nation, but he referred to the deciisions relating to the internation¬ 
al status of seafarers taker at the 41st Maritime Session of the 
Ii ternational Labour Conference and that of fishermen, at the 42nd 
Session of the International Labour Conference, whlco were the 
raault of ITF initiative and action. The ILO was also giving close 
attartlon throu. h itr inlai. i transport committee tc the manifold 
procleos of the inland transnort industry,and to those of the 
civil aviation industry. 

Many problems of a more general nature still awaited solution, 
in particular vocational triinin ,, safety at sea, seamen's welfare, 
Asian seafarers conditions, fisnermen and labour-management 
relations. On ♦he latter point, strejs was being laid on the need 
for joint co-operation to enable adaptation to new technological 
method-s and forms of economic organization to be made to serve the 
beat interests of the community as a whole. Ho stressed the 
importance of this programme iri relation to the less developed 
parts of the v'orld where, while the moaern industrial revolution was 
welcomed, tr-ditLonal ways of life and family and communal ties were 
being disrupted. In this connection he sooke of the decision by the 
ILO Oovamirur .iody on tlie recommendations of its Committee of 
Experts on Goclal Policy in Mon-"etropolitun Territories, Geneva 
December 1957. to establish, in reeioonse to a ueman.' long advanced 
by the Wo’^kerc' Croup of t;.e ILO Governing Body and the trade 
union movement in general, an ILO Field Of!ice in Africa in 
January 1959; also a tripartite Advisory Commi'tee for African 
territories soutu of the Sahara. The Director-General had also 
under consideration the holding of an African Regional Conference. 

Turning to the quesiion of freedom of association and the 
right to organize (on which conver.tions had been adopted by 
International Labour Conferences in 1948 and 1949), Mr. Bell stated 
tl.et the ILO Govemin/r Body had decided to undertake a survey of 
t::e actual position re/rardinr freedom of association in all member 
countrisa of the ILC. Last month the Director-General had announced 
Invitations by both ths gove>'ni ents of tlie United States and USSR 
to send study miscions to their respective countries. It was 
proposed that these missions shoulstart In 1959. The ILO had not 
an easy task and its activities ^;ere restricted because of 
financial difficulties. It aimed always, however, tov/ardo its goal 
of universal and lasting peace based on social justice and the 
di jnity of mar.kind , ard looked confidi.-ntlv to the continued support

diets.tcrahip .■'hich had resulted in the destruction of 
huBan rights a;d llbarty and trade union freedom* The workers of 
th*8e countries whether in East Be*.Tin, Poznan or Budapest had only 
one aim: to resist a regime who:;e words and nromioec v/ere a contra¬ 
diction to the real facts, "e said that he did not ’»ioh to make a 
^ong soeech about ccndltionii in the Iron Curtain countries on which 
delegates were fuily informed. He must, however, recall briefly the 
role of trade union leaders in these countries in the so-called 
"defence of workers' interests". All that they actually did \/as to 
er.iure thet the unloro regained subservient to the Communist Party 
and obeyed its directives slavishly. Unior leaders who remained 
conscious of their nutle.s tov/ario their fellow workers were s.oeedily 
shown their place by their higher officers. Anyone in oearca of 
cheap popularity would act against the interests of the v/orkers. 

Brother Bialas said that it was dan,:erouc for free trade 
ii.ic:..,at8 to accept In cood faith statenienti that some Contiunict 
satellite countries were tendln:: towards liberalization. This was 
not t .e ca.e. The vital lnt«rest of tae working class of the free 
world were bound up with the destinies of the enslaved peoples of 
the countries of ".astern &irope. As long as the present deplorable 
situation continu'd the international free trade union movement 
could not realize its aima and aspirations. 

Finally, Brother Bialas expressed his thanks for the assistance 
and solidarity .-jiven by the ITF to his Centre, a solidarity which 
had contributed to the strengthenin' of the resistance of the 
workers in Iron Curtain countries in their fight for freedom and 
liberty. 

.'tressed the unfailin” sympathy of the ITF with 
the workers of the Iron Curtain.

iber, jrltlsh . lars )ort oalaricu otaff'o A. sociation, 
said tl.V'" Ve liesoTution was desijvned to alter the present basis of 
affilia'^on fees to a flat-rate figure of 5d. per member. Its aim 
'0 secur'.* equal contribution p* r ca,.it.j. and to provide adequate 
resources for the ITP to carry or. its work. ITP finances were baaed 
on two mail, funcj, the first affiliation fees, and tl.L- second 
voluntary contributions of three pounds per thousand members. The 
ITP was the only ITo having a basis of a reducing figure according 
to the size of the orrani’ation an i at present there were no less 
than twelve tables producing from £17 15a. per 1,000 to £4 per 
1,000, if the membership fiere over 600,000. If it were over 550,000 
the contrll-ilon per thousand was half of that for the omaller 
organizations, and tnoy felt that the larger organizations should be 
better able tu pay on a flat-rate basis, their overheads being less 
reportionately than those of araaller organizations. If affiliation 
fees h.od to be increased under the pre ent method, it would tear 
even more heavily on the smaller or/vinlzat ions. Thi • would be unfair. 

He regretted the fact that the slight excess of Income over 
expenditure in 1957 had be n due to re .traint in expenditure and 
activities. It was a pity that restraint should have to be exercised 
lecBUBs of limited r-sources. Their aim nho .Id be to get niore 
fin .i.c- B. 

He said that it was true that they hoped to have more money 
out of affiliation fees, and that there were more affiliates. The 
majority of these, however, were fren underieveloped countries and 
could not pay full affiliation fees. Turning to the ”do Piminen Fund, 
he pointed out that it was based on voluntary contributions only.

The Session oloaeci at l?.l 
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The_ I r«B_iilerj; opened the Session st 9 a.m. and reminded the 
dslei ates Tha‘, t i< y hid a^-reed on Saturday to take a card vote 
at the beginning of the ueojion on the proposal to amend the ITP 
Constitution no n.. to pi'cvide Tor an ordinary Congress every 
three years instea. of the precent two. 

He then asked for the delegates' approved of the Second 
Root* of the Creder.tirla Committee which shov'ed that the nu'aber 
of doleg itee had r'-nchcd 223 and 62 advisi rs, repreoenting 110 

unions n forty countries an aggregate membership 
of some five mil lie ns. The report was accepted. 

At this point Prot. r j‘;au_ri of the US liachinists moved that 
the vote on the cor;>Titutio al amendment should be deferred until 
a decision had been reached on other ma-ters, mainly that of 
affiliation fees, wh’ch had a bearing on the subj-ct. He was 
supported by Brother de __VrjeB of the Dutch seafarers and fisher¬ 
men but opposed "^y ^rrotlTeV'T^aoinj, British trananort workers and 
Brotner Pomar, Cuban ceaf^arers, rho contended that the two 
matters, the quodtion cf a two- or throe-yearly Congreoi? and of 
affiliation fees, were separate iasueo. 

The President said that or. Saturday it had been agreed to 
hold the voce at the Monoay morning sesaion. He asked Cor./:reas if 
it wished to proceed accordingly and Congreea agreed. He then 
said that tj be carried the ]roposal would reouire a two-thirds 
majority. 

Th" General jporetary, jrot hqi Becu, pointed out that under 
the ConutItution a card vote ' ouTcTTe on the basis of fully paid- 
up fflemberahlp as recorded in the previous quarter-year. Those 
unions not paying the full affiliation fee rate would be given a 
D.emt-rihlp for voting purposes baaed on the tun )unt actually paid. 
The voting strength of Congress on this basic was 2,853,200. 

The card vote then took place and four tellers (Brothers 
Cousins, amnmernues, Laurent and Lyon) were elected. Whilst the 
votes were being counted the General Secretary gave his reply to 
the debate on the Renort on Activities for 1 . 56-57 (Item 5 on 
the Agenda). 

r__3ecu began by thanking all who had expressed 
appreciation for the Seer*tariat’s work. It was not possible in 
the short time he h.-d to reply to the remarks made by everyone 
who haa taken part in the discussion. Many of the observations 
couild not in any eve,it be answered personally but required 
careful consideration by the Sxecutive Committee: others had been 
or would be d^alt with by the Sections; and others came more 
within the province of a compr* hensive international trade union 
body, the ICPTU, rather than of an International Trade 
Secretariat. 
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a.^d aev-ral a«mb«r8 had over thirty years' service. There v/as much 
he could aay on this subject and here he referred to the report on 
European transport integration and co-ordination which had been 
completed through the provision of the eervicee of four experts 
from r.ffllie'"d unions. 

The Report on Activities had not been intended for the rank- 
and-file members of the affiliated organizations but for the union 
leaderships and he answered a remark that only very brief references 
had been made to missions by saying that these had been undertaken 
on the instructions of the Executive Committee and it had never 
b en its intention that they ehould be the subject of extensive 
reports. They would like to send many more missions and many had 
been requested during Congress but there N.as a shortage of good 
trade unionists available to make them. It was important that the 
members of such missiona should be experienced and capable for 
their aivlce was often sought and bud advice woulr’ r fleet badly on 
the I:P. 

Much had been said about the need for trade union education 
and whilst he agreed this wan most important it v/a*: also a vast 
undertaking which the ITP had neither money nor staff to take on. 
They had such huge areas to care for and this was a Job not for the 
ITP and its sections but for the whole movement. The ICPTU had 
op ned a college in Asia and had others projected but even its 
reeourcee were small compared with its responsibilities. The best 
the ITP could do was to send some transport workers' rc.-recenta- 
tlves to these colleges. It was necessary to cater for the 
different industries for it was better for a railwayman to meet a 
railwayman and a seaman a seaman rather than talk vaguely in terms 
of democracy which waa unimpreaalve to a man with en empty stomach. 

There had been numerous requests for assistance to unions to 
arable them to bring some of their letders to Europe to study but 
he ventured to ^ay that this wan not the best way. It was better 
than their training should be on the spot, in their own environe- 
msnt. That waa i^hy it had been a wonderful idea of the ICPTU to set 
up a trainin., school in Africa and he thought it was essential to 
▼ork closely with them not only on this occasion but in this field 
of activity generally. It did not mean a surrender of the ITP's 
autonomy; it meant that they thought it was tine to pool thoir 

resources arcl thus avoid the duplicating or even trebling of the 

same work, and avoiding all the waste of time and money that 
entailed. 

The ITP had been the first to request this poolin;: and it had 
repeated itt request constantly to the ICPTU and the other ITSs. 
.here wks no to loose.The weak organizations had to mature 

more quickly than tho older trade unions had; they had to learn 
from their mistakes, for they too had once been in the same 
position as the weaker organizations found themselvee in today. 

Ihla wao thing the African unions in particular should remember 

for they sometlmss thought all whits people were the same as in 

their own countries. It was well to remember that there were poor 
whites tco. Plack or whits, they were all on the same .arth and 
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whether the crganizaLicn was the ICFTU of the IT? their aims were 
the eaB'?. Ai.t )clrt awtlon ne had sought between the different 
or 'Jinisationa h id been evidenced in the ITT/ICriU nisaion to Japan 
which Lad cr.harced the preatige of both erganizaticr.a in that 
country enonaoualy. Ii that could be done once then why, he aaked, 
should it not he done often. The ITP representativco at the recent 
aeeting . f the ICPTU Consultative Council had apoken in this vein 
and the meeting had finally agreed to set up a joint coranittee of 
ICPTU representativefa Iron the major ITFn engaged or contemplating 
being er.gaged in regional activltleo. E*’ n eo, it would not be 
easy and they hould have to pick out B[«cial regions for attention 
and apeoloi induetries w&ere the poaelbllltiee were Dromising. 

It would etill be ::.iy or, a small scale but it would be a start. 

SJo far, the ITP itself had only ocpatched the surface. It had 
offices in 'atIn America and Aala and one being established in 
Africa but they could be no more than information bureaux. The 
Latin Asericoj. ufrice, for exam'rle, had a staff of two people and 
an office boy to cover a vaat continent. And if it had not been for 
B{iCial donatl :rr. . partioularly from the United States, the office 
could not carry on oven on that basis. But one day it would have to 
b** *}Xt»;njed and if they wanted to handle special problems they 
ahoul'i have to have speoial laaohinery. 

He had beer ta Africa, »-v/**rln;: nine countriea in PI days. His 
Africa". irl-u>.de hau been nleaeed to see him but ha' wanted to know 
why the stay was ao abort. The anawer was that there had been so 
Hnich rround to cover. The contacts then had brought a large number 
of affiliations but he disagreed with the arffumenx xna*: a two- 
yoarly Congress was naceaaary to brin,^ them together. Ke should like 
to aec them ha^'c their own conferences in Africa. 

At this col !t Bro“:nai icen eputce oAralnct tne idea of making 
the IT? a cnarl^ ible orwhn.zatlon such as that rui. by the Communists 
artU ne Moral .'.^armament Movement. He thought it was good for 
orgarizatl: i'." '.c mi he sa muen effort of their own as possible and 
thoiH- from t'.e weaker orrarLsntions pr.-eent would know that the 
ITF ha. nelced to the Hr.. *e of ite r-.oourcen. It had to be borne 
in mind that affiliates had reeponslbilities as well as rights and 
at the next Congreaa they might find that some orgar.lzations which 
had no- lived up to tneir reeponelbillties were no longer with them. 

Hevcrtheles'' \hj> ITP hal a duty to help the poorer vforkers, a 
luty expreseeS in Ite Conetitution. No one vno had not been to some 
of the areas of Aala and Africa could really appreciate the 
degradation in whlcn many livet . Ir Africa he haa seen men digging 
underwater- for sane, to ecrape a bare living, working for 10 to 12 
hours a day for a couple of snlllirjoO* It v/as in the ITP*8 and the 
free world's aelfiah Intortotr, to give assistance, for ’•he results 

of exploitail...-_Id bf seen in ♦ rie Midiiie i.aat where i overnments 

aasociated l.n the worker.- * nir.dn with exploitation had been over¬ 
thrown. It was not enou. h to be ne,^atively ariti-Communi::t: they

peace could oi ly be justained by ectablli hlng social justice, 
hum-., rig -ic and human di.Tnltv.

Fr_. 3 idenJ_ than/j.d the General Secretary for his summing 
ur of ’’ire .iVDar^'.'^The Report on Activities was then accepted 
unanimously. 

Brother^Coualno, ono of the teller., announced the result of 
the c ird vctV'on the* proposal to amend the Constitution to provide 
for rat..-^" han t lennial ordinary Congresoec.

Brother o^.aros. Director of the ITF's Asian Office, said thn„ 
a briVi^’ report” on”The position in Asia had been contained in a 
documei. circulated to Congrias but he thought it worthwhile to 
recall the aims of the Office c.o set out at the Asian Transport 
orkera' Coi.f*rence in 1955 ano endorsed by the Executive Committee: 
to co-orlinatc activities in the area, disseminate information, to 
1 stabllsh centacts with non-affillated organizations, and to 
Increase the number of Asian affiliations. Congress had to judge 
.low .B’iccifs.sfu 1. th'y nad been. 

Many Aaiai. areas were still unrepresented in the ITP family. 
They hi d good friends in oora-^ countries - Burma, Singapore and 

■rloi. f 3r txanole - ard el-^cwhere t .o ITP was r.nown and respected. 
But why v.’ore ’■.h‘re not more affilia'.lons? One factor •.•as 'he 
inability to establish first-hand, inti^.ate and informal relation.., 
eoaer.tial in the area, since resources of money and time did not 
stretch to it. Ither factors vfere political instability, 
nationalism. Communism a.nd a.'.ti-’.’ester.i feeling. In other places 
dei.i: differences betweer. rival trade union centres, ouch as in 
India and Jacfui me mt that the ITP was regarded as a good frion i 
but no more. In Indonesia too the number of democratic trade 
unionists outnumbered the othoro but they were divided among thera- 
aelver. 

Nothing could take the place of the oersonal contacts which 
were highly valued In many countrle.. 

He agreed from hie own experience with the General Secretary's 
asaertion that educational activities, whoevor ran them,were better 
conducted or tb • spot and although publicity and educational 
material could not, as he had already indicated, surpass personal 
contacts in valj- it was still v.,ry welcome although the language 
difficulty could not be adequately met with the Office's present 
resources, .ne agreed also that brirging union leaders to Suropo 
was not as good a way as sending repreoe.ntatives to their countries. 

rother .ioares ar)p*'al<"il for co-ordination between the various 
international free trade union bodies, for Tokyo was one place 
where the lack of co-ordination and the consequent waste was 
obvious. The present position also had a bad result in that souo 
unions lost interest in the ICPTU once they joined an ITS. 
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were aaon' the worot employers in Africa today. He said that 
Brother Becu had also referred to the men whom he had seen digging 
for Band in La«oa. This was one of the most dangerous forms of 
fBployment Ir the whole of Africa. Dro. Labin^o went on to say that 
the transport workers were the largest single group of workers i 
Afrioa, followed by those in public employment. Referring to the 
difficulties of trade union organization in Africa, he said that in 
Bgynt in -he N^rth tracie uni..ns ware toler ted in theory but not 
In orsctica.. A little further south, in the Sudan, trade unions ha 
been bullt^^rut were now bau.g destroyed by Communist . 

whilst in Portuguese East Africa it was a crime to belong to a union. 
Ethiopia, a self-governing territory, forbade trade unions to 
function, whilst in East Africa they were rigidly controlled. In 
'outh Africa, discrimination m intro luced by the Governmen 

were designed to prevent Africans, Asians and Coloureds from getting 
along. In ^est Africa, the Ghana transport workers unions were 
putting up a struggle to j-.aintain their independence. In Liberia, 
which had been independent for a 100 years, trade unionism did not 
prosper never'helesa. 

Referring to Bro. Becu'n tour of Africa, he said that before 
the tour the ITP had had only nlr-- affiliates; now th';ro were 26. 
Thla wan a r markable achievement because /fricuna were rather 
auspicious of any approach by white men. Bro. Becu nad 
huRrts of the Eeople ard had planted the seeds of free trade 
unionlsB. However^ the ITP had th** responsibility to maintain these 
achlev-ments, and that was v/hero those present at . 

help by landing both moral and financial support. The African 
uSlon mov. mer.t had a lot of problems.

I Introduction 



'Jell over fifty years a^jo - on the 1st of 
February 1903 - the first social Insurance act In the 
Netherlands, viz. the Industrial Accidents Insurance 
Act, came Into force. This act, however, Is alv/ays 
Indicated as the Industrial Accidents Insurance j .ct 
^921 (Ongevallenwet 1921^ e.s In that year It was* 
auSetantlally modified. Whereas before that year only 
few specified establishments were compulsorily 
Insurable, after the 1921 modification all 
estc.bllshraents were compulsorily Insurable, with the 
exception of those earjai^ed In egrlculture, cattle- 
breeding, horticulture, sylviculture, sea-navlgatlon 
nd ae--fishing. For these br-nches ''f Industry 
separate acts to Insure the risk of accidents were 
enacted, viz. the Seamen*8 Accidents Insurance Act 
1919 (Zeaongevr.llenwet 1919) tor establishments 
ens^^ed In sea-navlgatlon and sea-flshlng and the 
At s Tlcultural o.nd Horticultu ral A ccidents Insurance Act 
i922 (LanH- en Tulnbouwongev'airenwet 1922; for 
establishments engaged In agriculture, cattle-breeding, 
horticulture and sylviculture. 

"he Insur'.nce against the financial consequences 
of disablement, old age and decease (widows' a.nd 
orph.ns* Insurance) wns provided for in the Invalidity 
t (Invalldlteltswet), which came into f9roe''~oh the 
TrT of December 1919. 

i’he Sickness Insurance Act (Zlektewet), which 
entered Into force cn the 1st of liarch 1930, provides 
for the financial benefits In case of sickness and 
..•atemlty. 

Under the Slck-fund Decree (Zlekenfondsenbeslult), 
entering Into force on the 1st of November 194-1, a 
statutory regulation was made for the medical p.nd 
dental treatment In case of sickness and maternity. 

From Janu:>.'*"y 1, 1941, onw-rds children's 
allowance has been granted under the Children's 
Allowance Act (Kli iorbljslagwct).

Insurance laid down in the Unemploy ment Act 
(Workloosheldswet) entered Into force on’ tlie Ist of 
July 1952. i.he Insurance against the'•fiaanclal

The Insurance provided for In the above acts 
are all of a compulsory nature and they only relate 


to employed persons, who in .:eneral are statutorily 
Insured. This means that the worker Is Insured on 
account of the fact that he performs compulsorily 
Insur-ble work. However, this does not apply to the 
Invalidity Act. In order to be included in the 
Insurance provided for under the Invalidity Act, the 
worker performing compulsorily Insurable work is under 
. obligation to apply for admission to the Insurance 
to the competent executive body, which in this case 
Is the Board of Lr.bour (Raad vc.n Arbeld).

xecut ion Unlike the other insurances this act Is executed on the 

basis of private law. The benefits are payable by the 
employer as a consequence of the existing collective 
agreement.

It is allowed to bear one's 
own risk, to which, however, only a few big companies 
have proceeded.

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COMSUHEP: CO-OPERATIVES IN THE NETHERLANDS. 


There are in the Netherlands 260 local and regional co-operative 
retail associations with 390.000 members. 

The size of these societies differs considerably; the membership 
of the largest is about AO. 000 ; while nearly half have a member¬ 
ship of under 300 . 

The average membership of all societies is 1414. 

Together the societies operate 1.100 food stores, 100 specialized 
shops, l6o bakeries and a number of coal yards. Total turnover 
in 1956 amounted to 227 million guilders. The main trades of the 
societies are groceries and bread. Of the total turnover 49 
percent comes from groceries and 21 from bread and confectionery. 
The average turnover per society is approximately 9 OO.OOO guil¬ 
ders a year, the average per member being 64o guilders a year. 

The personnel employed by the societies totals 8 . 650 . 

Before 194? there were in the Netherlands three co-operative 
unions, one neutral, one Catholic and one Protestant, to which 
the corresponding local societies were affiliated. In addition, 
there was a co-operative wholesale society for production and 
trade, to which nearly all societies, regardless their religious 
or political outlook, were affiliated. 

In 1947 the three unions and the wholesale merged into one new 
organization in which all kinds of activities, commercial and 
non-commercial, were to be concentrated. This combined organi¬ 
zation is called the **Centrale der Nederlandse VerbruikscotJpera- 
ties" (Central Organization of Consumers' Co-operative Societies 
in the Netherlands). 

Of the 260 existing retail societies 251 with 355*000 members 
are affiliated to this national organization. 

"Nederlandse VerbruikscoOperaties" owns and operates two flour 
mills and a coffee roasting plant in Rotterdam, a cheese ware¬ 
house in Oouda, a large food-stuffs factory in Utrecht (cakes 
and biscuits; vermicelli and macaroni; pudding powders; 
chocolate and confectionery; fruit preserves and fruit Juices; 
soap and soap powders, etc.), a textiles department in Hengelo, 
a tobacco and cigar factory in Valkenswaard and a printing 
office in Amsterdam. Branch warehouses habe been set up in 
Hengelo and Roermond. 

A school for the training of committee members and employees 
of the retail societies has been established near Arnhem. 

The head office is at Rotterdam, where, besides the productive 
and trading departments, are to be found the numerous service 
departments, which assist the retail societies on such matters 
as auditing and accounting, publicity and advertising (including 
window dressing), co-operative education, industrial organization 
statistics and legal affairs. 

The turnover in 1957 amounted to 127 million guilders, of which 
62 percent came from wholesale trade and 38 percent from pro¬ 
duction. The number of employees was 1.425.

The societies affiliated to the national consumer co-op 
organization are organized in 14 districts. The main task of the 
district organizations is to promote and intensify the colla¬ 
boration among the societies in each district, notably with 
regard to non-commercial activities such as propaganda, education, 
training of emplyees and the like. The district meetings are 
also used as preparatory meetings for the Congress. 

Each district appoints three members to the Advisory Committee 
of 42. As the name indicates, this committee advises both the 
Supervisory Board and the Managing Board. It must be consulted 
on the nomination of directors and also put up candidates for 
any vacancy on the Supervisory Board. 

Of the 20 members of the Supervisory Board - whose task it is to 
supervise and to control the Managing Board - every year one- 
fifth has to come up for re-election. There is also an age limit 
(65 years) for the members and the president to be elected or 
re-elected. 

The Managing Board consits of three specialized full-time 
directors, nominated by the Advisory Committee and appointed 
by Congress. 

Congress meets once a year. Every society has the right to send 
as many as 12 delegates, but the vote of each society is fixed 
according to a certain scale based upon its individual member- 
^ip and upon its trading figures with the wholesale division of 
the national organization.
